The status identifier for the cancelled claims 1-12 has been 
corrected. These claims have all been previously cancelled, but 
the response to the previous Office Action did not have a 
correct status identifier. Note, no amendments have been made 
to the pending claims 13-16. 


Claims 1-12 (cancelled) 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a mold 
for producing shaped concrete bodies as defined in claim 13, as 
is generally indicated in the previous Office Action. It is 
additionally noted that newly cited reference of Huber et al. 
(U.S. Pat. No. 3,932,098) also fails to teach or suggest a mold 
as defined in the claims of the instant application. Huber 
discloses a case assembly with inserts for a ceramic tile die. 
Huber does not teach or suggest the combination of a projecting 
pin with polygonal cross section, polygonal recess, and locking 
screw as recited in claim 1 . Huber also fails to teach or 
suggest a means on the outer faces of the transverse frame 
members for attaching to a molding machine as recited in claim 
1. Note, this limitation has been construed as invoking 35 
U.S.C. § 112, sixth paragraph, and thereby limited to the 
corresponding structure described in the specification and 
equivalents thereof. In re Donaldson , 16 F.3d 1189, 1194, 29 
USPQ2d 1845, 1850 (Fed. Cir. 1994); MPEP § 2181. In this case, 
the specification of the instant application defines a means for 
attaching at p. 9. lines 13-20.
